Adenauer lives in the suburbs 
of Bonn. His house‘ 7s on the 
slopes of one of the beautiful high 
hills, or mountains, which help 
make this an attractive city. 
There are 53 steps from the street 
to his door. He climbs them 
every day without a halt. He 
takes delight in the fact that his 
aides, young men all, stop half 
way up for breath. 


Respected Man 


He is not a popular man. But 
he is much respected. There are 
many who wish there were some- 
one else to lead West Germany. 
They shudder as they say he will 
be 90 years old if he wins and 
completes his term. One evening 
at dinner a university intellectual 
said, “I cannot any longer vote 
for him. 1 do not think Willy 
Brandt, the Socialist, has enough 
political maturity. But I cannot 
make up my mind to admit that 
it is wise again to elect Ade- 
nauer.” The next morning a taxi 
driver, replying to some bad Ger- 
man, said he had been a CDU 
man, but that now he didn’t know. 
Adenauer was too old. 


In a talk, “Der Alte” was in 
rare form. He said nothing not 
already known. But he was hu- 
morous, deft and quick of mind. 
German newsmen say he is show- 
ing signs of age in forgetting and 
in repeating himself. He did not 
do this in the one conference | 
attended. 


Adenauer often snubs the press. 
He also does the unforgivable 
by saying, when one of his state- 
ments boomerangs on him, that 
he was misunderstood. But all 
in all, he is quite a man. He is 
much like Gen. de Gaulle. It is 
not at all unusual that these two 
like each other. Both have a 
feeling of destiny. 


Adenauer has been called, and 
not without reason, the architect 
of the new Germany. He has 
earned it. In 1952 a German 
newspaper conducted a poll, ask- 
ing a cross section of the people 
of West Germany who had done 
most for Germany in all its his- 
tory. Adenauer had then been 
chancellor three years. Yet, in 
the poll he scored only 3 per cent 
of the votes. Both Beethoven 
and Goethe did better. Even Hit- 
ler had 2 per cent. The leader 
was Otto von Bismarck, ‘“The Iron 
Chancellor’”’ of Prussian fame. So 
intrigued was the paper it con- 
ducted the poll annually. It was 
not until 1958 that Adenauer over- 
hauled Bismarck. This, in a 
way, was a remarkable tribute. 


Certain Weakness 


The poll was not, however, with- 
out a certain weakness. It ig- 
nored the younger people. Last 
spring a school in Bonn held a 
poll asking students to identify 
certain historical characters. One 
of them was Bismarck. One stu- 
dent wrote down that Bismarck 
was a well-known partisan leader 
of the Second World War. 


“The generation since 1945 
doesn’t give a damn about the 
old imperial Germany,” said a 
somewhat sad, middle-aged jour- 
nalist. “For them this is a new 
and complex world. What does 
Bismarck matter io them.” 


Adenauer’s strength has been 
that he took the new nation which 
Gen. Lucius Clay created, after 
the Russians refused any coopera- 
tion of administration, and tied 
it to the Western world. This had 
an enormous political advantage 
for him. It caused the world to 
forget the animosity to Germany 
which had been aroused by the 
still incredible brutalities and 
vulgarities of Hitler. 

He remains a severe, austere 
man. He likes detective stories. 
He likes wine and is something 
of an expert on vintages. He 
grows flowers. He takes walks. He 
likes music, especially the records 
of Schubert and Haydn. 


He is expected to win the elec- 
tion, but may be defeated unless 
his party obtains a majority. If 
a coalition is forced he may not 
be re-elected chancellor. Sept. 17 
is the day. 


State, Schools Face 
Tuition Court Fight

It became apparent that 
Tshombe had not fled Elisabeth- 
ville as reported Wednesday. 


Fighting raged through the 
Elisabethville streets, parks and 
surroundings for the second day 
as the Katangans of Tshombe held 
tenaciously in determination to 
keep their rich province from 
union with the hard-up Congo gov- 
ernment of Leopoldville. 


The U.N. forces had moved on 
the Katanga capital at the re- 
quest of Leopoldville to unify the 
Congo and end the Katanga, seces- 
sion.

tunity to put their children in private 
schools too, so they also got grants.

But the greatest concern among many 
Virginia educators is the law’s impact on 
the state’s public schools. For the past 
year, Virginia paid out $1.6 million worth 
of grants—more than double the figure 
for the previous year. Sixty per cent was 
state funds and 40 per cent local. Obvi- 
ously, these are tax funds which other- 
wise could have been used by public 
schools, most of which need all the sup- 
port they can get. 

It appears now that Georgia schools 
also will have to begin planking down 
part of their funds to pay private school 
tuition grants, but Georgians will want 
to keep a close watch on how the law is 
used. If the law damages our public 
schools, we believe most Georgians will 
not want it to stay on the books.

Rocketeller Aims 


For Presidency 


WASHINGTON—The campaign of Gov. 
son Rockefeller of New York for the 1964 Re 
publican presidential nomination is now all but 


Nel- 


officially opened. It is being immensely aided by self- atincad dis- 
array among Democrats in New York City. They have just managed 
to work what will almost certainly turn out to be a disaster for the 


national Democratic Party. 

Their savagely irresponsible 
fight for the Democratic mayor- 
alty nomination has led to these 
three things: 

(1) The renomination of the ami- 
ably incompetent and weak in- 
cumbent, Mayor Robert F. Wag- 
ner. His reelection in Novem- 
ber—assuming he can beat his 
Republican challenger, Louis Lef- 
kowitz—will do the Democrats no 
real good nationally. 

(2) The destruction of anything 
resembling an effective city Dem- 
ocratic organization by the defeat 
of bosses who had. made Wagner 
in the first place and upon whom 
he turned at the bidding of his 
new masters, the reform Demo- 
crats. 

(3) The inevitable elevation, 
out of all this Democratic Party 
rubble, of Rockefeller himself. 
His people can now fairly claim 
that he is clearly moving up 
against Richard M. Nixon for the 
presidential nomination. 

The governor is naturally acting 
swiftly to exploit the situation. 
He is following the example which 
was set by President Kennedy 
himself in going out frankly for 
the nomination at least three years 
ahead of the 1960 Democratic 
convention. 

The governor’s present moves 


are all in one direction. Well 
aware that he has long since 
had the support’ of liberal Repub- 
licans, he is reaching out for the 
conservatives and regulars. These 
were massively against him and 
massively for Nixon in Rocke- 
feller’s halfway try at the nomina- 
tion in 1960. His problem is to 
dislodge enough of them from 
Nixon’s side. 

Thus, he has taken two national 
steps of the greatest significance. 

First, he. reversed his field in 
the recent fight over President 
Kennedy’s request for long-term 
financing authority in the foreign 
aid program. The original Rocke- 
feller statement was universally 
interpreted here as favoring the 
Kennedy plan. 

Now, he has followed up with 
the first of what are to be many 
private get-togethers with the Re- 
publican leaders of Congress — 
with whom Nixon, up to now, has 
had incomparably the inside track. 

The Democrats can rarely suc- 
ceed nationally without carrying 
New York. And they cannot even 
expect to carry New York in 1964 
without organization, certainly not 
against a Rockefeller presidential 
candidacy. No sensible organiza- 
tion now exists, or is likely to 
even by 1964.

His squadron averages about 
600 flying hours a month, about 
20 hours a pilot, and in the past 
month there was about a 92 per 
cent availability rate for air- 
craft, higher than the normal av- 
erage of 70 to 80 per cent. 

One of the four 18-plane squad- 
rons of F-100D North American 
Supersabre tactical fighters that 
flew to Europe during the past 
week to re-enforce the 17th Air 
Force is based here at Ram- 
stein. 

This squadron, the 614th Tacti- 
cal Fighter Squadron—nermally 
based at England Air Force Base, 
crossed the Atlantic in eight 
hours and 45 minutes, with three 
aerial refuelings. 

The 72 F-100 Supersabres that 
reported to the 17th Air Force 
during the past week have versa- 
tile capabilities as fighter-bomb- 
ers or interceptors. They carry 
four 20mm cannon and can fire 
the bullpup, an air-to-ground mis- 
sile; 2.75:inch rockets and the 
Sidewinder air-to-air missile. 

The 17th Air Force now num- 
bers more than 1,000 aircraft and 
missiles at bases in Germany, 
France, England and elsewhere. 
In addition to the F-102 ‘and the 
F-100, its weapons include the new 
Republic F-105 Thunderchief; the 
McDonnell RF-10!1 Voodoo; the 
Douglas B-66 light bomber and 
reconnaissance plane,- and the 
Martin Matador and Mace winged 
missiles.

How ’is Mr. Khrushchev 
to be convinced that only slaps 
and no happiness can result from 
his present reckless defiance of 
the agreements on Berlin? 

We should now think in terms 
of straight talking, in private, by 
the leaders of the West, rather 
than. in those of public negotia- 
tions, which Mr. Khrushchev has 
already said that .he will reject 
unless they become wholesale 
concessions, 

For the real—perhaps the only 
—danger of war is that Mr. 
Khrushchev will copy Hitler in 
yet another respect: He may 
gamble upon his opponents being 
so soft that his truculence can 
be unlimited.

Lamb producers have been dis- 
turbed by this situation, Freeman 
said. He promised a continuing 
investigation of lamb marketing 
practices and issuance of addi- 
tional complaints if the facts war- 
rant. 


CALLED SERIOUS 


The charges just made, char- 
acterized by Freeman as ‘‘grave- 
ly serious,’’ are subject to proof 
in the course of an Agriculture 
Department hearing scheduled to 
start Nov. 14, at Craig, Colo. 


The parties named in the com- 
plaint, however, may waive hear- 
ings by admitting the charges or 
by failing to answer the com- 
plaint. 


If violations are soeeil or ad- 
mitted the department can order 
an immediate stop to such prac- 
tices. 


Named in the complaints were: 
James Allen & Sons of San Fran- 
cisco; Armour & Co.; Goldring 
Packing Co. of Los Angeles; John 
Morrell & Co.; Rath Packing Co.; 
Swift & Co.: Wilson & Co.; Amer- 
ican Stores Co.; Great Atlantic & 
Pacific Tea Co.: Safeway Stores; 
and lamb dealers Dwight L. 
Health of Lamar, Colo., and Per- 
ry Holley of Ogden, Utah. 


BUYING CHARGE 


Allan, American Stores, Ar- 
mour, Goldring, Rath, Swift, Wil- 
son, Heath and Holley were 
charged with failing to conduct 
their lamb buying independently 
and in competition with @ach oth- 
er; also, with making arrange- 
ments or agreements not to com- 
pete against each other in buy- 
ing lambs in certain producing 
areas. 


“These courses of action were 
followed with the purpose or with 
the effect of manipulating or con- 
trolling lamb prices and restrict- 
ing competition in lamb buying,”’ 
the complaint said. 


In regard to large-volume pur- 
chase of dressed lamb, the accu- 
sations included three practices 
alleged to have the effect of ma- 
nipulating or controlling lamb 
prices. 


ON PURCHASES 


On such purchases by A&P 
from packers Armour, Morrell, 
Rath, Swift and Wilson, and by 
Safeway from packers Armour, 
Goldring, Swift and Wilson, the 
complaints said: 


1. All or most share in furnish- 
ing the chain's total require- 
ments. 


2. All or most packers sell the 
lamb to the chains at the same 
prices. 


3. The packers commit them- 
selves to sell the chains specific 
amounts of dressed lamb at the 
same price, prior to the time the 
packers buy lamb to fullfill their 
future commitments. 


In Chicago, Wilson & Co. said 
in a statement it ‘‘at no time has 
it ever participated in any action 
which has in any way restrained 
competition or attempted to con- 
trol prices.” 


Also in Chicago, Armour & Co. 
said it was amazed by Freeman's 
accusations. 


“We are confident of our ability 
to prove that Armour & Co. has 
acted in the best interest of both 
producers and consumers in the 
marketing of lamb and all other 
meats,’ the firm said. 


Swift & Co., in another. state- 
ment, termed the accusations 
“highly misleading and damaging 
to the entire sheep and lamb in- 
dustry.”

MOSCOW—The Soviet Union an- 
nounced early Friday that it suc- 
cessfully launched a rocket into 
the central Pacific Wednesday in 
the first of a series of the test 
shots. 


An announcement by Tass, the 
Soviet press agency, said the mis- 
sile traveled more than 7,500 miles 
and hit within one kilometer of 
the target. 


The agency described the mis- 
sie as a “new, more powerful 
multi-stage carrier 
said the dummy of last stage had 
reached ocean surface and that 
the next to the last stage had 
burned out while re-entering the 
dense layers of the atmosphere. 


AFTER ANNOUNCEMENT 


The test shot came three days | 


after the Soviet Union announced 
it would conduct a series of mis- 
sile firings into the Pacific be- 
tween last Wednesday and Oct. 
15. The announcement described 
the rockets as intended for space 
exploration. Moseow has been 
emphasizing recently that simi- 
lar rockets were capable of de- 
livering nuclear warheads ‘“‘to any 
point on earth.” 


In disclosing the shot Friday 
the Soviet statement emphasized 
the precision elements of the test. 
The announcement noted that 
the rocket had been launched 
“precisely at the set time,”’ as if 
to indicate that there had been no 
delay in the .countdown. 


FULL PERFORMANCE 


Tass also said “‘the flight of the 
rocket and the operation of all its 
stages fully conformed with the 
set program.” 


In first announcing the series of 
test shots last Sunday, Moscow 
said Soviet naval vessels would 
monitor the impact area, which is 
more than 1,000 miles southwest 
of Hawaii. Ships and planes were 
warned to keep out of the target 
area during the period of tests. 


The current series is the third 
in a program of Soviet experi- 
mental rocket shots into the cen- 
tral Pacific. Earlier tests were 
staged in January and July of 
1960. 


The distances traveled by ear- 
lier Soviet rockets ranged between 
7,700 and 8,000 miles and the ac- 
curacy of hits varied from two 
kilometers to ‘‘directly’’ on tar- 
get.

Like all Soviet 
explosions thus far, the test was 
conducted in the atmosphere and 
thus added to the radioactive de- 
bris which eventually will return 
to earth as atomic fallout. 


In announcing the new Soviet

Reds Launch 
Giant Rocket 
In Pacific 
MOSCOW ‘(UPI)—The So- 
viet Union has launched the 
first in its new series of 
Pacific Ocean giant rockets, 


the Soviet news agency Tass 
said Thursday night. 


The agency described the 
rocket as “a new, more pow- 
erful multi-stage carrier 
rocket”’ and said it was fired 
more than 7,500 miles out 
into the central Pacific Wed- 
nesday. 


Tass claimed success for 
the shot and said the per- 
formance of all the missile’s 
stages “‘fully conformed with 
the set program.” 

The agency said the rocket 
landed ‘“‘less than one kilo- 
meter’’—1,094 yards—from 
the target area. Its accuracy 
“confirms the high precision 
of the operation of the rock- 
ets control system,” Tass 
added. 


It said the next-to-the-last 
stage of the missile burned 
up on re-entry. . 

The launchings will be con- 
tinued, Tass said. 

The Soviet government 
warned shipping away from 
the area when it announced 
its _series of rocket shots 
earlier this month.

Where do words come from? 
How do they originate? The study 
of word origins is_ interesting. 
Making a hobby of this will widen 
your interest in words. 


You can start with words and 
their origins and study the whole 
history of civilization. For ex- 
ample, there is a sort of Sherlock 
Holmes mystery in how so many 
words, in separated cultures, 
sound alike: German ‘‘vater,”’ 
English ‘‘father,’’ Dutch ‘‘vader,”’ 
Latin “‘pater,’’ Irish ‘‘athir,”’ Per- 
sian “‘pidar’’ and others. 


Scholars believe that there was 
an Indo-European culture from 
which all of them branched off, 
and that all these branches were 
once in one common culture. 


You will begin to get an idea of 
the tremendous importance of our 
half-million words and the 26 let- 
ters that make all of them if you 
read James Thurber’s story ‘‘The 
Wonderful O,” an _ imaginative 
tale about what happened to the 
world when the letter O was lost 
out of the glphabet. 


WORDS ARE MADE 


Sometimes we make new 
words, | newly coined money 
fresh from the mint. The word 
“pep”’ grew up as a synonym for 
energy. Lincoln coined an expres- 
sive word when he said, “I donjt 
like a fellow who’s INTERRUP- 
TIOUS.” The British describe the 
spanking of a child as “a paddy- 
whack on the sit-upon.”

BERLIN (UPT)\—Two West Ger- 
man air force jéts "Thursday tost 
their way and flew across East 
Germany to West Berlin. The 
Communists immediately charged 
them with espionage and provoca- 
tion. 


It was the third incident 
Thursday involving Western planes 
in the air corridors to Berlin. A 
Soviet jet fighter flew within 200 
feet of a Pan American airliner 
in what the American pilot said 
was an obvious attempt to fright- 
en the passengers on a flight 
from Berlin to Hamburg. 


FOLLOWED. CLOSE | 

Another Pan American pilot re- 
ported a Soviet, jet followed his 
plane much closer than usual in 
the air corridor between Munich 
and Berlin. He declined to dis- 
close details, 


(In Washington, the State de- 
partment said it had protested 
the harassment of both Pan 
American planes to the Soviet 
representative of the. four-power 
Berlin Air Safety Center.) 


West Germany said the pilots 
of two West German air force 
U.S.-built F84F jet fighters strayed 
into Red territory and landed at 
a West Berlin airport when they 
ran out of fuel. 


But the East German press of- 
fice said the jets ‘‘obviously flew 
over German Democratic Repub- 


lic territory for espionage pur- |: 


poses’ and called the flight “a 
monstrous provocative act of the 
Bonn militarists.”’ 


There were unconfirmed reports 


from Bonn that Soviet fighters 
shadowed the West German 
planes. 


EXPRESS REGRETS 


The West German government 
immediately expressed its regrets 
to the American, Soviet, Britain 
and French embassies. Under 
four-power agreement, only Allied 
planes may use the air corridors 
to Berlin. 


The Allies were admittedly em- 
barrassed, fearing that the Com- 


munists would use the ‘incident to | 


support their charges that the 
corridors are being ‘‘misused.”’ 
East Germany refused to acc®pt 
Bonn's explanation that the flight 
was an accident. It called the 
West German statement ‘‘a braz- 
en lie’’ and called for ‘‘the strict- 
est investigation . . . of this dis- 
regard for the sovereignty of the 
German Democratic Republic.”’

Carla’s Toll Climbs to 40 


GALVESTON, Tex. (AP)—The| 
death toll from Hurricane Carla) 
rose to at least 40 Thursday with 
reports of more bodies found, 
some drowned in severe rains set 
off by the storm. 


Nine members of one. family 
died near Freeport, Tex., in the 
hurricane. Three other members 
of the family are missing. 


A late count showed 40 dead—28 
in Texas, 5 in Kansas, 2 in 
Missouri and 5 in Louisiana 
from the hurricane itself, torna- 
does it kicked up and other re- 
lated causes. 


Authorities still were unable to 
total up the losses along the 250- 
mile front where hurricane winds 
and tides rose highest. 


Galveston County Judge Pete 
LaVelle estimated losses in his 
county alone at $111.2 million. 


LaValle estimated $18 million 
loss in the island city of Galves- 
ton, hit by the triple blows of the 
hurricane and two tornadoes. 


Remainder of the loss, he said, 
will be in mainland areas of the 
county, largely in Texas City.

This was the word Thursday 
from Mrs. Clara Shoemate, who 
operates Sewanee Inn and Clara- 
ymont Restaurant on the campus 
under contract with the university. 
The contract gives Mrs Shoemat« 
the right to refuse service at will 
and she previously has refused to 
serve Negroes. 


The six white and one Negro 
ministers arrived in the area 
Thursday morning as part of a 
southwide ‘prayer pilgrimage” 
and said they intended to seek 
service at the restaurant. ‘“‘If we 
are denied service as a group,” 
$aid the Rev. Malcolm Boyd of 
Detroit, “I can assure: you that 
we not only will stage a sit-in but 
also go on a hunger strike unti! 
we are served as a group.”’ 


The seven are part of a group 
of 28 Episcopal ministers who left 
New Orleans Tuesday on the pil- 
grimage, en route to the church’s 
60th general convention in Detroit. 
They arrived in Chattanooga by 
plane after 15 of their number 
had been arrested in Jackson, 


_ Mississippi.

Lindsay, associate pastor of the 
church since January, has been 
called by .the congregation to 
succeed him.

During his ministry and serv- 
ice as moderator, Dr.” Turner of- 
ten defended the clergymen’s 
right to speak out on “great 
issues.”

Many times too much youth- 
ful imagination is all that’s really 
wrong, but how do they get an- 
swers unless they ask? 

Sometimes answering one let- 
ter will take care of a question 
asked by many youngsters. 


Dear Doctor: How long should 
you wait for a bruise mark to 
disappear before consulting a 
doctor? I’ve heard that some- 
times they cause cancer. 


Also, how can you be sure 
when to see a physician for 
what appears to be a hardening 
area in the breast? Being 16, I 
would like to know if this is 
just the natural development of 
the fatty tissues. 


One more question: Can a 
curvature of the coccyx (the 
“tailbone” at the end of the 
spine), due to an injury, cause 
or have anything to do with 
menstrual cramps?—xX. Y. Z. 


Doctor Encourages Teens 
To Send in Their Questions 


First: The average bruise re- 
quires no treatment and disap- 
pears when the blood is absorbed. 
The exact time varies with the 
extent of the bruise. An extensive 
bruise, perhaps associated with 
pain, may be hustled a bit by the 
use of certain enzyme medica- 
tions. If a bruise is severe enough 
to require that, you'll know it. 


Just give any ordinary bruise 
time. Bruises do not cause can- 
cer. 


Second: At 16, such a lump or 
‘“*hardening area” in the breast is 
probably a cyst. If it persists, I'd 
suggest seeing a doctor but not 
with any fear. Cysts are fairly 
common. 


Third: Injury to the coccyx 
does not cause menstrual cramps. 


The blood vessels in my wrists 
have become very much en- 
larged but not evenly. They are 
larger, then smaller, then larger 
and so on. What causes this and 
can anything be done?—M. J. Q.

I can’t sleep 
on my back because I have two 
bad discs which pain me too 
much in that position. What can 
I do? I am 57 and work every 
day.—Miss M. A. 


This tingling and numbness 
when lying down are usually due 
to some position which causes the 
spine to pinch nerves leading 
from it. It’s fairly common. 


One possibility: Can you sleep 
face down? It might alter the po- 
sition enough so nerves won't be 
pinched. 


An X-ray should substantiate 
the facts. The use of traction— 
pulling, so the individual bones of 
the spine cannot pinch together— 
is something that can be done at 
home, and it often gives much 
relief.
